Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-26 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The statement of reasons for allowance as set forth in the Applicant's remarks on pages 7 

and which are repeated as followings: 

. . .There is no concept or teaching in Wcnzcl of receiving from a base 
station controller to terminate a communications session with a mobile 
station, and generating a message to deny the request in response to 
determining that the communications session is to be maintained for the 
mobile station (emphasis added, see remarks, page 7). . .; 

Independent claim 13 is also similarly not anticipated by Wenzel. Claim 
13 recites instructions when executed causing a node to receive, from a wireless 
network, a request to terminate a communications session with a mobile station, 
and in response to the request, checking an indicator to determine whether the 
communications session is to be maintained for the mobile station, and in 
response to determining that the communications session is to be maintained for 
the mobile station, generating a message to deny the request to terminate the 
communications session. . .( emphasis added, see remark, page 8); and 

Independent claim 22 is allowable for similar reasons as claim 13.
